The money came from Mr. 
Charchyan/ who also gave Mr. 
Paskalian $1,500, the complaint 
alleges. 

Mr. Paskalian was recruited 
to spy for the Russians in 1962 
when he was living in Yerevan, 
Armenia, part of the U.S.S.R.,' 
according to the F.B.I. Mr. 
Petrosyan sent him to the 
United States in the summer of 
1971, met him in Queens the 
following year and assigned 
him to ‘'develop a close Rela- 
tionship" with Mr. Dedeyan so 
that he could obtain classified 
information from him,” accord- 
ing to the complaint • -i 
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
